A recent in-house drug task 
force survey concluded that 
Romulus residents are con- 
cerned about the local subst- 
ance abuse problem. 

The survey, organized by 
Romulus Mayor Beverly McA- 
nally, was sent to 1,300 homes 
in Romulus and all school and 
city employees Nov. 26. A total 
of 2,000 surveys were distri- 
buted, according to Dawn 
Daniels, prevention coordina- 
tor for the Romulus Help 
Center. 

“In all, 217 responses were 
received making for an 11- 
percent return rate,’’ said 
Daniels, adding the figure is a 
standard rate of response for 
the type of survey conducted. 
“In general, the responses 
were very detailed and re- 
, vealed a wide ranging concern 
over the substance abuse prob- 
lem in the community.” 

The purpose of the survey 
was to gather data on the com- 
munity perspective of the sub- 
stance abuse problem and to 
use the data to assist the task 
force in future program plan- 
ning. 

About 88 percent of those sur- 
veyed found substance abuse to 
be a problem in the community 
and 70 percent rated the prob- 
lem very significant. 

Alcohol was noted by most 
residents as the most prob- 
lematic substance, both for 
adults and children, followed 
by marijuana and cocaine. 

“Those surveyed were asked 
to list those factors that they 
think increase the use of subst- 
ances in the community,” 
Daniels said. “Of 10 listed fac- 
tors, those most frequently 
listed were substance availa- 
bility, parenting difficulties, 
unemployment, divorce, 
marital problems and a lack of 
education.” 

When asked to rank the fac- 
tors having the greatest impact 
on children, parenting difficul- 
ties was listed most often fol- 
lowed by alcohol advertising, 
divorce/marital problems and 
lack of education. 

About 68 percent of those sur- 
veyed rated alcohol advertis- 
ing as having the most signifi- 
cant impact on children. 

In addition to educating resi- 
dents on substance abuse, the 
survey was to determine if resi- 
dents were aware of McAnal- 
ly’s drug task force program.

Facts cleared about disposal well

The facts about a proposed 
waste disposal well possibly 
targeted for Romulus need to 
be clarified. 

Romulus councilmembers 
have not approved a waste dis- 
posal well to be constructed in 
the city. Councilmembers only 
acknowledged through a re- 
solution Dec. 10 the Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems Inc. 
and Special Waste Systems 
Inc. have shown intent to build 
a proposed Class I commercial 
disposal well in the city. 

The project does not rest in 
the hands of councilmembers 
for approval. The Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency and the 


Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources approves and 
monitors the project from start 
to finish. 

“We have no jurisdiction 
whatsoever on the project,” 
Councilman Noah P. Bergeron 
said. “If the DNR and EPA tell 
us they are going to put a waste 
disposal well in the city, then 
the city wants to be part of reg- 
ulating and operating the well, 
and we will get a royalty from 
it.” 

In fact, it’s not set in concrete 
whether or not the well is com- 
ing to Romulus. EDS and SWS 
have yet to apply for the proper 
permits from the DNR and 
EPA for the project, according 
to A1 Rarick. geologist with the 
Geological Survey Division of 


the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources. 

“If the well is approved for 
the Romulus area, the well will 
be constructed and monitored 
by both federal and state 
laws,” Rarick said. “The En- 
vironmental Protection Agen- 
cy and the DNR will constantly 
monitor the daily operation of 
the well. If one thing goes 
wrong, we’ll know about it in a 
matter of minutes and can ren- 
der the situation at once.” 

Rarick said a disposal well is 
much safer than dumping toxic 
waste chemicals into a landfill 
because the well is thousands 
of feet below the water table. 

“No less than three steel 
pipes will be used along with 
three sheets of cement,'' 


Rarick said. “Once the system 
is installed, the EPA and DNR 
will be monitoring the system 
with a sensitive detection de- 
vice. 

“If a chemical doesn’t mix 
with what’s already in the well, 
there won’t be an eruption. A 
compound will build up. We are 
injecting these chemicals hun- 
dreds of feet into thick sand- 
stone so there will be no chance 
of leakage.” 

About 20 years from now, the 
chemicals injected into the 
well could be pumped out for 
some other kind of use, accord- 
ing to Rarick. 

“We’re not disposing but 
storing the chemicals,” Rarick

Police chief, commission request safety signs

The Romulus Police, Fire 
and Safety Commission and 
Police Chief Fred Dansby re- 
cently recommended to Mayor 
Beverly McAnally that stop 
signs be installed on Goddard 
approaches and a no-left-turb 
sign at Five Points in order to 
avoid possible serious acci- 
dents in the near future. 

The accidents could result 
from northbound Goddard 
vehicles proceeding straight 
ahead into Romaine without 
yielding to vehicles westbound 
on Goddard, according to Lyle 
M Nustad. traffic engineer for 
community safety services of 
AAA Michigan

“Based upon the experience 
of nine accidents in five years, 
beginning in 1985. the intersec- 
tion accident rate appears to be 
quite low," Nustad said in a re- 
cent letter to Romulus Police 


Chief Fred Dansby. “However, 
the potential for serious acci- 
dents at the intersection does 
exist.” 

A long-term solution to the 
problem would be to close 
Romaine from Goddard to Per- 
ry, according to Nustad. This 
would also eliminate the 
Romaine railroad grade cros- 
sing. 

“The north side of Goddard 
Road would be curbed around 
the curve and a double yellow 
line painted to define the road 
alignment.” Nustad said. “Ac- 
cess to the neighborhood north 
of the railroad would be by way 
of Shook or Ozga Road.” 

If those solutions weren’t 
feasible, Nustad recom- 
mended installing a three-way 


stop at the Goddard-Romaine 
intersection and add stop signs 
on the Goddard approaches. 
This would require changing 
the lenses in the flashing 
beacon from yellow to red. 

Dansby agreed with the re- 
commendation of Nustad The 
PFS commission recom- 
mended the following 

• Instead of the three-way 
stop signs being installed, keep 
the stop sign on Romaine and 
install another one going west 
on Goddard. 

• Install a no-left-turn sign at 
Five Points This would pre- 
vent traffic from coming 
across Goddard to Romaine

For the second time in three 
years, the State Board of 
Education has awarded a grant 
to the Romulus Community 
School District Partnership for 
Education program. 

The 1990-91 award of $5,000 
will be used toward school- 
improvement projects, accord- 
ing to Partnership Coordinator 
Ed Clark. 

“The grant will be .used to 
support district wide school im- 
provement projects at the 
elementary, junior high and 
high school levels,” Clark said. 
“School improvement teams 
working jointly with a business 
partner may use the funds for 
student projects.” 

Those projects place emph- 
asis on improving attendance, 
grade-point average, positive 
behavior program, career 
awareness and positive recog- 
nition for students and/or staff. 

Partnerships are formal 
voluntary relationships be- 
tween schools and business, in- 
dustry, labor and community 
agencies for the purpose of im- 
proving the educational sys- 
tem, according to Clark. 

About 60 businesses in Romu- 
lus are involved with the part- 
nership program, which 
assists district schools to furth- 
er education for all students 
beyond the classroom. 

The Michigan Department of 
Education received a total of 84 
proposals for the $98,800 in 
state appropriated funds. 
Romulus Community Schools 
was one of 16 proposals 
selected for the funding. 

Some of the business oppor- 
tunities now being offered to 
the schools include: 

• Hotels teaching elementary 
students proper etiquette. 

• Industrial firms opening 
doors for possible internships in 
the near future. 

• Local banks offering bonds 
through special programs 
which help inspire students of 
all ages to stay in school. 

Recently, 31 third-graders 
and their teacher Bonnie 
Mientkiewicz spent a morning 
with Merriman General Mana- 
ger Bobby Perea. Perea 
showed the students the ins- 
and-outs of hotel and res- 
taurant management. 

Representatives from the 
Detroit Marriott have entered 
elementary classrooms 
teaching the children the ne- 
cessity of learning how to eat 
properly and how to order.

Garden City Police Chief Ro- 
ger Wilkes called it “nothing 
more than a sick joke.” 

Wilkes was referring to four 
road flares that were tied 
together to look like dynamite. 
The flares were found outside 
of a Chaldean-American- 
owned party store in Garden 
City Sunday. 

“We don’t know the intent,” 
Wilkes said. “Someone may 
have accidentally dropped it 
there or thrown it out there. But 
we’ve never had anything like 
this happen before.” 

The fake bomb was disco- 
vered in a paper bag not more 
than a foot away from the 
store. A passer-by pulled into 


the east parking lot of the store, 
then walked around to the 
south end of the store to buy a 
newspaper. 

While returning to his car, he 
noticed the bag and moved it 
with his foot. After seeing what 
was inside, he immediately 
called police, according to 
Wilkes. 

From9:45a.m. toabout 11:45 
a.m., Ford Road was closed be- 
tween Inkster and Middle Belt 
roads, while a bomb squad in- 
vestigated the matter. 

Because the incident may 
have been an accident, it 
wasn’t clear if the scare was 
related to the Persian Gulf 
war. Wilkes warned that peo- 
ple shouldn’t take out hostili- 
ties on Arabic people in Amer- 
ica.

"We’ll even put a monument 
on top of the covered well to let 
people know what’s down there 
so there will no longer be a 
problem." 

Today, Michigan houses 22 
waste injection wells. The 
closest to Romulus is Kalama- 
zoo. 

About 300,000 injection 
underground wells are operat- 
ing nationwide. 


Cory to tackle truancy problem

Cory Elementary officials 
are developing a program to 
help “at risk” students learn 
how to increase study skills. 

Principal Phyllis Adkins re- 
cently received approval for a 
$59,840 grant from the state 
board of education to help stu- 
dents stay in school. 

“It’s called the Operation 
Graduation School Drop-out 
Prevention grant,” Adkins 
said. “Last year, we provided a 
landscaping program and a 
tutoring program for the stu- 
dents. This year, we’ll have 


much of the same thing.” 

The drop-out prevention 
program will be intertwined 
with the homework club prog- 
ram, according to Adkins. The 
homework club consists of four 
components: tutorial, parent 
involvement, business part- 
nership and expansion and ex- 
ploration. 

“Four days a week we work 
with the students who may or 
may not get their homework 
done," Adkins said. “We’ll try 
and help the students develop 
study skills by providing a 
place for them to study, a per- 
son to assist them and making 
sure they go to the library once 


a week.” 

The elementary students are 
also involved with many of the 
Business Partnerships for 
Education programs, which in- 
cludes job shadowing. 

Job shadowing allows the 
students to visit a variety of 
businesses in the area to find 
out what career opportunities 
are available to them, accord- 
ing to Adkins. 

“If they enjoy creative writ- 
ing, for example, the students 
may go to the high school and 
work on the computers,” 
Adkins said. “Kids really love 
computers. I think the tutoring 
program will absolutely help to 


develop their skills This will 
also help them to get away 
from the television and use 
their time more constructive- 
ly 

The tutoring program is ex- 
pected to begin at the start of 
the second semester on Jan. 28. 
Adkins said Romulus High 
School Principal Tom Dolan 
deserves a great deal of credit 
for assisting with the program 
and encouraging her to apply 
for the grant. 

“He’s been a catalyst for 
me,” Adkins said. “He gave 
me a great deal of encourage- 
ment. We're going to work very 
closely with the high school.”

Committee presents 
defined objectives

The Romulus District- Wide 
School Improvement Commit- 
tee recently presented school 
board members with defined 
goals and objectives to im- 
prove the educational process 
for all students in the com- 
munity. 

Tom Dolan, Romulus Senior 
High School principal, gave a 
brief overview describing how 
the committee formed and the 
grants that were received. 

“The concept of the District- 
Wide Improvement Committee 
started August 1989,” Dolan 
said. “We all went together to 
the retreat in Cadillac, Michi- 
gan. We came back with gran- 
diose ideas to make improve- 
ments.” 

Last March, the committee 
received a $50,000 grant. Last 
August, the committee went on 
another retreat to Eastern 
Michigan University in Ypsi- 
lanti. 

“Since September 1990, we 
have been meeting on a regular 
basis,” Dolan said. “Last 
November, we received a Sec- 
tion 90 Grant for $70,000. We 
were one of 27 districts to re- 
ceive the grant.” 

Debbie Juriga, Romulus 
Junior High School teacher, 
outlined the school improve- 
ment concepts for the board. 

“If you want to improve stu- 
dent outcome, there are things 
that need to be looked at in 
order to improve schools,” 
Juriga said. “Teaching and 
learning should be a priority in 
schools. Schools should 
address not only the quality but 
the equity.” 

The middle class is slowly de- 
clining, according to Juriga. 
That means educators have to 
take a harder look at giving the 
students a better education, 
she said. 

“School improvement is a 
process which never ends,” 


Juriga said. “It’s a process to 
get people to work together. We 
should think of school improve- 
ment as an endless journey.” 

In order for school improve- 
ment to be successful, Juriga 
listed three prerequisites in- 
cluding a common language, 
responsible structure of teams 
and time allocated to school 
improvement. 

In order for school improve- 
ment to make a big impact on 
the district, Dolan suggested 
there should be a radical reor- 
ganization in the district. 

“I think this is a unique time 
for us,” Dolan said. "With the 
bond issue approved, we have 
the technology. What we need 
is commitment from the board 
to endorse this program.” 

Lynne Mossoian, Hale Creek 
Elementary School principal, 
and Phyllis Adkins, Cory 
Elementary School principal, 
discussed the needs of the com- 
mittee in order for the school 
improvement program to 
work. 

“Every teacher and every 
administrator has seen this 
document and has endorsed 
it,” Mossoian said. “What we 
need is an organized way to ar- 
ticulate the curriculum.” 

“The goal is extremely im- 
portant,” Adkins said. “It’s im- 
portant we develop a method 
for communication. We need to 
break down the barriers. We 
must have parent participa- 
tion 

A list of specific objectives 
were presented to the board 
which included having each 
school in the district develop a 
school improvement team, 
establishing a parent resource 
room in each building, con- 
tinuing to increase student 
assistance programs and re- 
viewing current curriculum 
and adding more at lower 
elementary to improve self- 
esteem of students. 

No action was taken by the 
school board. 


Councilmembers asked 
to support military 


Many American servicemen 
and women in the Persian Gulf 
have received care packages 
from friends and family mem- 
bers. 

Some soldiers, however, 
aren’t so lucky. 

Berkley resident Laura 
Czarney, founder of Friends of 
Freedom, would like to make 
the war situation easier for all 
American soldiers by sending 
care packages from around the 
country. 

Czarney recently asked 
Romulus councilmembers for 
their support and listed the 
basic needs of the men and 
women serving in the Middle 
East. 

“I have a son and a son-in- 
law on the front line," Czarney 
told councilmembers and 
Romulus Mayor Beverly McA- 
nally. “They need food stock 
and toilet tissue.” 

Her son, Martin Hecox, 22, 
was shipped to Saudi Arabia 
last August with the 82nd Air- 
born Division. He wrote sever- 
al letters to Czarney asking for 
cookies for himself and for 
other soldiers. 

“Up to date, we have 36 
states involved with Friends of 
Freedom,” Czarney said. "We 
have 700 names of servicemen 
and women who need letters.

Czarney asked for a resolu- 
tion from the councilmembers 
stating the Romulus residents 
are behind the troops in the 
Middle East.

“Baby powder can really 
help,” Gear said. “Feet sweat 
in those boots and in time blis- 
ters start to form. Candy is 
good to send, too, and panty 
hose.” 

Councilman Noah Bergeron 
praised Czarney for her efforts 
to try and ease the war pains. 

“I would like to commend 
you,” Bergeron said. “I have 
sons that age, and if there is a 
draft, I'm concerned.” 

Czarney has gathered a list 
of soldier needs, including can- 
ned fruit, juice packs. Vienna 
sausage, crackers, hot dog chi- 
li sauce, nuts, hard candy, writ- 
ing paper, AA or nine-volt bat- 
teries, gum, toilet paper, moist 
towelettes, tooth picks, tooth- 
brushes and toothpaste, 
women’s personal needs, band 
aids, neosporin ointment, cotton 
swabs, cookies and games.

A Jan. 25 calendar confer- 
ence hearing has been sche- 
duled for Richard Debs, for- 
mer Ypsilanti United Auto 
Workers president before De- 
troit Recorder’s Court Judge 
Michael Talbot. 

Debs, 53, of Westland was 
arrested last month by Wayne 
police and charged with cri- 
minal sexual conduct after 
visiting a Wayne home Nov. 6. 
He was bound over Dec. 17 on 
four counts of breaking and en- 
tering with intent to conduct 
criminal sexual conduct, cri- 
minal sexual conduct in the 
first degree, carrying a con- 
cealed weapon and imperso- 
nating a police officer. 

On Jan. 25, Talbot will give 
notice to both attorneys of mo- 
tion dates the court may want 
to set w’hich could include a 
trial date, according to Debs’ 
attorney Jerry Dorsey. 

“It depends on the judge 
really,” Dorsey said. “This is a 
pre-trial conference to set 
dates for motions.” 


A bond hearing and calendar 
conference was staged for 
Debs Jan. 18. 

Wayne Deputy Safety Direc- 
tor John Colligan said Debs, if 
found guilty, could receive a 
life sentence for criminal sex- 
ual conduct in the first degree. 

Debs was recently sentenced 
to a 46-month prison term for 
his role in tampering with a un- 
ion election. He was convicted 
of violating the Hobbs Act when 
he attempted to prevent a un- 
ion member from opposing him 
in an election. 

The former Van Buren 
Township police commander 
was sentenced to the 46-month 
term by U.S. District Court 
Judge Patrick Duggan. He will 
also serve a concurrent term 
for firearm possession. 

Debs stood mute during his 
arraignment before 29th Dis- 
trict Court Judge Carolyn A. 
Archbold Nov. 1 1 on the crimin- 
al sexual conduct charges. A 
not-guilty plea was entered for 
him on behalf of the court. A 
$50,000 cash bond was set. 

A co-defendant in the inci- 
dent. Douglas Olechowski, 19.

of Westland was also arrested 
as part of the Nov. 6 investiga- 
tion. Olechowski has been 
charged with breaking and en- 
tering with intent to commit 
criminal sexual conduct and 
criminal sexual conduct in the 
first degree. 

Olechowski was arraigned

$50,000 cash bond was set. 

Debs also faces a weapons 
charge stemming from a 1989 
arrest in Canton Township.

It appears as if the Wayne-Westland Community 
. Schools are on a never-ending path of bad fortune. 

The district, facing budget shortfalls, has cut the 
- schools to the bare minimum. The school day was shor- 
tened, extra-curricular programs were cut, sports and 
music programs cost the participants extra money, ex- 
. pressive arts were eliminated and teachers and adminis- 
: : trators were added to an already growing layoff list. 

Then, the voters turn down a combined ballot question 
which involved a renewal of an already existing millage 


and an increase. 

To add to the agony, the Wayne-Westland teachers’ 
contract is up for renewal and there is little room for 
bargaining. 

Then the already burdened school district is told by the 
state that they may not receive their total share of the 
state-aid package at the time that it is normally received. 
The new governor, with plans for property-tax relief and 
school tax cuts, is considering sending only 8 percent of 
the full amount of state aid to the schools. 

It seems, he wants the state fiscal picture to look good 
for as long as possible. 

As as if all this was not enough, Westland Mayor Robert 
Thomas speaks out against a millage increase for the 
: schools - should the issue be placed on the ballot again. 

He made the statement during his first state of the city 
address - maybe he was nervous and mis-spoke. Well, 
that is not the case for when he was asked a second time, 
he continued to stand by his decision not to support a 
ballot proposal which does not exist. 

He took such action without talking with school officials 
• to determine their exact status financially, and without 
; warning them of his feelings. 

Making the statement at that time was wrong. The 
; mayor had no substantial information to support his 
: stand, and he provided no warning to the leaders of the 
; district which educates the children of his constituents.

Postal rates 
are disputed 

I am writing to you since I do 
believe that your newspaper 
covering the suburbs is truly in- 
terested in the voices of the 
readers. I wish that you make 
my view known since I do be- 
lieve I echo the feelings of 


many, many of your readers. 

In the last few weeks I have 
received numerous pieces of 
mail in which funds are being 
solicited by some organization. 
I also have noted the price of 
postage paid. Having worked 
with many organizations in my 
life, I know that whenever we 
had mailings we always had to 
pay the full first class postal 
rate. I am aware through a bulk 
mailing there is a slight reduc- 
tion in the cost of mailing. 

Particularly, I received a 15/ 
18” envelope from an organiza- 
tion in Washington, D.C. with a 
letterhead of U.S. Constitution. 
In the envelope was enclosed a 
copy of the Constitution, a soli- 
citation form, and a two page 
letter.

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Changes in eating habits key to weight loss

Diet is a four-letter word, and 
the very mention of it tends to 
stir negative images. After all. 
we all know what the first three 
letters of the word spells. 

"We rather approach weight 
control or weight loss with 
healthy food planning and meal 
changes rather than dieting." 
said Zonya Foco, a registered 
dietitian and clinical nutrition- 
ist for the Catherine McAuley 
Health System. 

Foco noted that many so- 
called diets are not true weight- 
loss plans because they only re- 
sult in temporary weight loss. 
She noted that a type of liquid 
formula gained popularity 
when a television talk show 
hostess lost more than 60 
pounds. However, when the 
woman gained much of her 
weight back, interest in the li- 
quid formula, understandably, 
dropped. 

"No diet is effective if it 
doesn’t result in long-term 
loss,” Foco said. "That is why 
dietitians approach weight loss 
by changing eating habits - by 
substituting good habits for 
bad ones.” 

An assessment of the types of 
food that one eats is made on 
the first visit to a dietitian, 
according to Foco. Then, 
realistic goals are set, and the 
reasons that prompted the indi- 
vidual to overeat are studied. 

"Many people eat when they 
are bored, stressed or tired. 
They need to find ways to re- 
duce tension and stress instead 
of eating. They also must learn 
to do alternative things when 
they are bored or tired,” the 
dietitian said. "Whenever, an 
individual finds himself eating 
something he shouldn’t, he 
needs to consciously stop and 
think about it, and then think of 
an alternative.”

Foco emphasized that people 
must be realistic in their goals. 
For example, the body frame 
of an individual may not allow 
a svelte appearance even if 
food intake is reduced She also 
noted that a job switch or a 
change in life style may result 
in less physical activity and, 
consequently, some weight 
gain. This could be addressed 
with a combination of better 
eating habits and some simple 
exercise. 

Healthy changes in food in- 
take and simple exercises are 


the key to maintaining an ideal 
weight. Foco said. For exam- 
ple, just walking one day a 
week is a good start if one has 
not exercised before. 

“Consumers need to become 
more aware of what they are 
purchasing, both in res- 
taurants and grocery stores. 
Two very similar products 
may be far apart when it comes 
to fat content - an important 
factor in weight gain,” Foco 
said. "For example, a chicken 
sandwich at one fast-food res- 
taurant contains 42 grams of 


fat, while a similar product at 
another restaurant has only 10 
grams of fat. When you become 
aware that a complete lunch 
should not contain more than 15 
grams of fat, it becomes ob- 
vious that the choice of res- 
taurant food can make or break 
a healthy eating plan 
Foco suggested that consum- 
ers check the posted nutrition 
charts or ask for nutrition pam- 
phlets at their favorite fast- 
food restaurants. In addition, 
consumers should be careful of 
their purchases in the super- 


markets because many of the 
so-called convenience foods 
are very high in fat content. 

"Some people giink that they 
are cooking in a healthy man- 
ner when they use a slow cook- 
er. However, if they don’t trim 
the fat from the meat before 
cooking, their meat and veget- 
ables will soak up the fat, and 
defeat their attempt to prepare 
a healthy meal,” Foco said. 

"While lunches and dinners 
are important, a balanced 
breakfast is the key to good 
nutrition. A bowl of cereal with 


skimmed milk and a piece of 
fruit would be a good break- 
fast,” Foco said. "You could 
add a bit of walnuts or almonds 
to the cereal for a well-rounded 
breakfast, but don’t settle for 
just a piece of fruit or a sweet 
roll or bagel. 

Breakfast is the meal that 
fires up the metabolism and 
starts the burning of calories, 
the nutritionist said. It’s not 
wise to let the calorie-burner 
sleep while the rest of the body 
is awake and consuming more 
calories.

Fitness craze still 


Machine 
a lift for 
patients

For years now, doctors could 
only guess the amount of 
weight a patient could lift fol- 
lowing rehabilitation. 

Not anymore. 

At least not at RehabWest in 
Westland, where guess work 
has become a thing of the past. 

That's because the three full- 
time physical therapists at Re- 
habWest, opened last July, use 
the Lido Lift machine made by 
the California-based Loredan 
Inc. 

The computerized analysis 
machine, the first of its kind in 
Michigan, simulates lifting, 
and allows the therapists to ev- 
aluate a patient’s strength and 
lifting capability. 

Lido Lift also offers isokine- 
tic and isometric testing in- 
volved in real-life lifting situa- 
tions such as the ability to lift 
an object or lower an object. 

“The Lido Lift exactly mea- 
sures the maximum amount of 
weight a person can lift, and 
also makes recommendations 
of how much weight and repeti- 
tions of weight a person can lift 
during the day. Its an exact 
way to determine someone’s 
abilities,” said Wendy Grun- 
der, acting director and a 
physical therapist at Rehab- 
West. “So instead of a doctor 
saying, ‘Oh. I think he can lift 
about 35 pounds,’ the machine 
tells the person functionally 
how much he can do.” 

Another benefit of the 
machine is it allows the free- 
dom of motion in three dimen- 
sions. It also tracks and re-

cords all three dimensions of 
movement, allowing analysis 
of postural technique and 
asymmetries. 

Grunder said the machine, 
which was bought at a price tag 
of $65,000, is especially effec- 
tive for employees on disability 
leave. She said the best part is 
it gives complete instructions 
for employers as to the max- 
imum weight the returning em- 


ployee can lift and the em- 
ployee’s full range of motions. 

“This is the most objective 
data a person can have about 
his functions,” Grunder said. 
“Doctors have told us they are 
excited about this machine be- 
cause of its exactness.” 

RehabWest, located on 36301 
Warren Road, has 7,000 square 
feet of space, including 2,000 
square feet of gym space.

The fitness craze isn’t as 
strong as it was in the 1980s, but 
it’s a long way from extinction, 
say area fitness experts. 

“It certainly isn’t as big as it 
was a couple of years ago, but 
clearly fitness is still very 
popular and people are very 
much interested in staying fit,” 
said Kathy Connelly, manager 
of Rebound Health and Rac- 
quet Club in Van Buren 
Township. 

There are even some signs 
that, while the overall numbers 
are down, people are becoming 
more conscientious and more 
intelligent about participating 
in an exercise program. 

“People are smarter now ab- 
out exercise than ever before,” 
said Barbara Mitchell, co- 
owner of Slender You Beauty 
and Body Salon in Wayne. 
“They know what questions to 
ask. Before they just came in 
and exercised. Now they want 
to know what specific exercises 
they need to work with, how it 
affects their body and what be- 
nefits they will get from it. 

“Another thing is you see 
more people exercising be- 
cause they want to exercise. 
They don’t say, ‘Oh, God. I 
have to go exercise.’ They en- 
joy exercising, and the people 
they do it with.” 

Before beginning an exercise 
program, fitness experts re- 
commend consulting a physi- 
cian. 


Other tips include: 

• Light stretching before be- 
ginning any exercise or physic- 
al activity such as basketball 
or weight lifting. Also, stretch 
carefully after every workout 
to clear the muscles of lactic 
acid buildup, which causes 
stiffness. 

• Diet sensibly along with the 
exercise program. 

• For cardiovascular fitness, 
exercise every other day for 
more than one hour at a heart 
rate of 70 percent. For weight 
loss, exercise every other day 
for about 30 minutes at 60 per- 
cent heart rate. 

• Wear proper shoes that will 
absorb the shock of constant 
bouncing and sudden move- 
ments. 

• Do aerobics on Light wood 
floors or floors that are not 
hard like cement or concrete.

STYES 

A stye is a red lump or swelling on the edge of the 
K eyelid This is caused by infection of a gland at the 
' root of an eyelash. Some people seem to be more sus- 
* ceptible to styes and may have this annoying, some- 
times painful condition recurrently. 

Usually a stye will resolve by using warm compresses, although sometimes 
antibiotics are necessary. Persons with frequent recurrence of styes may 
have to use preventive measures to avoid repeated episodes of infection 

A similar appearing condition of the eyelids is a chalazion. This is actually a 
more common problem than styes. A chalazion is an inflamed cyst deep 
within the eyelid, appearing as a red lump, usually pointing toward the inside 
of the eyelid. A chalazion is usually not infected, but rather is a reaction to oi- 
ly secretions retained in one of the oil glands of the eyelid. 

Often chalazia will resolve spontaneously, but occasionally they can be 
very large, painful, and cause the entire eyelid to be red and swollen. Warm 
compresses are helpful in reducing the inflammation and helping the cyst to 
drain, but sometimes injection of steroid drugs or surgical incision and drain- 
age is necessary. 

Styes and chalazia are generally harmless, but very bothersome. Hopefully 
you won’t be troubled with these "lumjfs and bumps”.

Communication is the key 
to low car repair bills

It has been a problem for a 
long time. People who do not 
understand automobile mecha- 
nics must blindly trust the re- 
pairman. 

It's kind of like going to the 
doctor. When the doctor tells 
you to take medicine he pre- 
scribes, not many question 
him. The same thing happens 
when cars are sick. Owners 
tend to accept the mechanic's 
diagnosis. 

So it's a good thing consum- 
ers have organizations like the 


National Institute for Automo- 
tive Service Excellence. 

Researchers at the institute 
claim half of the problem con- 
sumers face when seeking car 
repairs is knowing how to com- 
municate. 

Knowing this, they have put 
together a list of ways to im- 
prove automotive service: 

• Read the owner's manual. 
Follow the recommended ser- 
vice schedules and keep a log of 
all repairs. 

• Inspect your car frequent- 
ly, and check for unusual 
sounds, odors, drips, leaks, 
smoke, warning lights, gauge 


readings, changing accelera- 
tion, engine performance, gas 
mileage, fluid levels, worn 
tires, belts or hoses, problem 
handling, braking and 
steering. 

• Always ask the service wri- 
ter to call for authorization be- 
fore any repairs are made, and 
always leave a phone number 
where you can be reached. 

The National Institute for 
Automotive Service Excell- 
ence is an organization that 
certifies technicians. Most ser- 
vice centers will post the ASE 
sign on the premises.
